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AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION 

Please replace 1(0026 with the following amended paragraph: 

In the alternative embodiment illustrated in Fig. 5, a club head 20 is attached to the end of 
a shaft 21 and there are two (2) soles diverging from the axis of the shaft. One sole 22 extends to 
the left as viewed in Fig. 5 at a 10° angle to perpendicular to the axis of the shaft. The other sole 
23 extends to the right of the center of the club head as viewed in Fig. 5 at an angle of 10° to 
perpendicular to the axis of the shaft. Thus, when using the golf club with either sole 22 or 23 
aligned with the ground, the shaft will be oriented at an angle of 10° from perpendicular to the 
sole being used. With this construction, the golf club putter of the present invention can be used 
at either the right side or the left side of the golfer with the shaft extending at an angle of 10° 
from perpendicular to the sole being used. The angle can be selected as desired. 
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
